HUNTING RHINOS IN A FLIVVER

“Rhino Bill” is back from Africa with a rec­ 
ord. 
He has seen more of the immense horn­ 
snouted beasts than any other man alive. 
T hat 
is how he got his nickname. 
He is known in 
these parts as ll. Lerpy Kern. 
But in Nairobi, 
British E ast Africa, they call him “Rhino Bill” 
and the sobriquet fits like a square peg in a 
square hole. 
A tew days ago in New York, when I m et 
him under most pleasant circumstances, he told 
me about the desert on the frontier of British 
E ast A frica where he and the movie man shot 
and filmed his Honor the Rhinoceros. 
Strong 
ol body, tanned by the tropic sun, blue-eyed, he 
obliterated the presence of typewriters and the 
clacking of printing machines as he spun the 
tale. 
‘‘Two years ago,” he said, “I went to E ast 
Africa. 
I had been a real estate dealer in 
Kansas, but got tired of it and quit. 
I went 
down to South America, Rio Janeiro, and from 
there sailed across the Atlantic in a 1,400 ton 
vessel, tw enty of us aboard. 
We landed at 
Mombasa. 
I didn’t have anything particular 
planned, so when I got the chance to go on a 
trip with a camera man who represented a big 
company in this country, I took it. 
His name 
is Orrin Denny. 
Ile is in India now taking 
more pictures. 
“We went to Nairobi, about 380 miles from 
the coast. 
There we bought a Ford. 
I hate 
to advertise the fact, but we did. 
We got all 
our duffel and loaded the car with about a 
thousand pounds of luggage, two natives and 
ourselves. 
“A fter about fifteen days of wild traveling 
over a rocky trail we made camp near a desert 
w ater hole, named Lysamos. This is well known 
to the nomads of the northern frontier, for 
during the dry season it is the only w ater in 
the neighborhood, the nearest pool to the north 
being 50 miles away, and to the south about 
25 miles. 
For this reason it becomes during 
the dry season, the w atering place for all game 
inhabiting the section, and it was here th a t we 
found the rhinos in such numbers. 
“The country around Lysamos is exceptional­ 
ly desolate and quite uninhabited bv man. The 
soil, if you could call it that, consist of sand, 
gravel and volcanic rock. It is somewhat moun­ 
tainous and covered sparsely with thorn bush. 
Occasionally there are patches of other shrub­ 
bery and a little grass affording subsistence 
for game. 
“rih e w ater holes are a series of small pools 
scattered over a narrow area, at the junction 
of two branches of a ra th e r wide and dry 
stream bed. 
And at this junction water flows 
from an underground source for a couple hours 
during the morning, forming the pools. 
“We were camped here for three weeks, and 
in the meantim e the ten Meru porters, which 
we had engaged at Meru, a Government out­ 
post, arrived with fresh supplies, according to 
the instructions we had given them at Archers 
Post, where we entered the desert. 
This post 
is situated on the Guaso Nyiro River, about 
IOO miles to the south of our camp. 
“A fter settling down to camp routine I de­ 
cided to do some night shooting. 
Accordingly, 
about 8 o’clock on a hot, still evening, Mr. Den­ 
ny and I shouldered our rifles and repaired to 
the w ater holes. 
We took position on a low 
rock cliff 20 or 30 feet high. 
At the base of 
this was a small pool. 
“Now, w hat I am going tell you is of the 
next three nights.

had been waiting about 45 
minutes 
saw a big rhino picking his way cau- 
through tile rocks almost directly to­ 
ward us. 
B ut when he was within about IOO 
yards he got our wind and made off with amaz­ 
ing speed. 
A few minutes later a hyena crept 
to the edge of the pool below us and started 
to drink. Mr. Denny fired, wounding him bad­ 
ly, and other shot from my heavy automatic 
pistol flattened him out. 
‘\ o u ’d think that the noise of shooting 
would^ have kept game away for a time, bul 
no. 
I en minutes later I saw a leopard moving 
along a game path less than 20 yards on our 
right. 
When I turned to get in a position to 
shoot he saw us and was off into the bush 
like a flash. 
Zebra were running about every­ 
where, and for awhile we saw nothing else. 
Then another rhino pushed his way out of the 
bush suddenly and came along. 
“He stopped 25 yards from us, broadside 
to, and I fired. 
I was using the .450 Rigby 
express, a powerful gun. The rhino went spin­ 
ning like a top, scattering rocks and small 
boulders. 
For a moment I thought he was go­ 
ing down. But instead he stopped spinning and 
ran directly from us, making a second shot 
impossible. 
There .was only a dim halfmoon 
and the light w asn’t good enough for tracking, 
but with matches we followed him for a dis­ 
tance by the splashes of blood on the locks. 
Then we decided to wait for daylight. 
“We returned to oui- post on the rocks, had 
a smoke and a chat, and had just settled down 
to our vigil again, when I saw rhino No. 3 
climbing down over the lock cliff at our left. 
I waited till he reached an open spot about 50 
yards from us. 
Then I gave him a “soft nose” 
I I om the .450. 
But I could not see the sig’hts 
of my rifle, and I only wounded him, as I had 
the other. 
The blood spoor, however, was so 
p io I use th a t we could easily follow' it over the 
rocks and gravel. About midnight, as the moon 
was getting low, we gave up the chase and re­ 
turned to camp. 
“The next morning we followed the trail of 
these two wounded rhinos, followed them IO 
miles through the bush, and finally found them. 


Seven Rhinos. 


That night Mr. Denny was tired after eight 
hours with the camera, and he turned in early. 
I sent out three Negro boys as scouts, with in­ 
st ructions to report the arrival of any rhinos 
or other big game at the waterholes. 
They re­ 
turned about 9:30 in excitement with the infor­ 
m ation; ‘Bwana, iko F ain sazza sasa n ’kula 
maj i ( M aster there are seven rhinos drinking 
at the waterholes.’) 
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“I took the express and hurried to the pools, 
with the three boys at m y heels. 
When I a r­ 
rived I found th a t the boys, with their noise, 
had caused the rhinos to move back from the 
water, though there were still half a dozen in 
sight. 
I sent the blacks under a bush and 
climbed on a rock. 
The rhinos, however, were 
obviously suspicious, and soon disappeared. 
“I had dropped ifito a half doze when a lion 
roared in the mouth of a canyon directly oppo­ 
site me and about IOO yards away. 
I could 
not see tile beast, but his throaty wail added 
to the weird effect of the surroundings, and 
they were strange enough already in the pale 
light. 
“A fter another hour of waiting I had ju st 
about decided to go home when I saw two 
rhinos approaching, and a moment later three 
more coming down the slope opposite. 
I lim­ 
bered up for action. 
The first two turned 
back, but the other three seemed set on a frolic 
and romped on the hillside for about an hour. 
“Finally, aliout midnight, my patience was 
exhausted. 
I called the three boys, who had 
been asleep, and told them I was going over 
to pick a scrap with the rhinos. 
The blacks 
were most emphatically opposed to my plan and 
one of them said me in Swahili: ‘Bwana, wewe 
hapana ju a kii Fafu kali sana.’ 
(‘Master, don’t 
you know th a t rhinos are very vicious?’) 
I 
said H apana jua, ku.io pomaja n ’knwenda tasa- 
ma.’ (‘No, I don’t. 
L et’s go and see.’) 
“They followed reluctantly, and not too close, 
ready to beat a retreat on the instant. 
But 
the 
rhinos, seeing us approach, trotted off, 
though oni\r a short way. 
I followed them for 
a distance, then turned to go back to camp. 
I 
had gone only a few paces on the back track 
when the three brutes came thundering afte r 
me. 
Tho Negroes cleared off at 
full 
speed 
ahead. 
I stopped and tuiTied with my rifle 
ready. 
The rhinos swerved off again when I 
baited and trotted out of range. 
I gave up 
the sport for the night and went back To camp. 
“The third night saw us at the pools again 
shortly afte r dark. We were on the north bank 
oi the stream in the shadow of a small bush. 
About 75 yards on our right and near the op­ 
posite bank, which was here a sheer wall of 
white rock, was the uppermost pool of the 
series. 
We were sitting quietly, peering about 
at the hyenas, giraffes, zebras and other ani­ 


Next War 
Indicates Extinction 


"There has been talk about an international 
agreem ent to reduce arm am ent for a genera­ 
tion,” writes ex-Secretary of W ar Daniels, “ but 
rt has resulted generally in nothing but talk.” 
This talk, however, now seems to have crys­ 
tallized into an earnest desire on the part of the 
United States to bring about some sort of un­ 
derstanding as to general disarmament. 
President H arding’s recent invitation to cer­ 
tain nations tor a conference to discuss limita­ 
tions of arm am ent, has been accepted by Italy, 
G reat Britain, France, China and Japan. 
Con­ 
nected with i he discussion, and considered a 
vital p art of it is disposal of the F ar Eastern 
questions, which has not yet been defined. 
Japan’s acceptance, however, contains a plain­ 
ly expressed desire to limit the scope of con­ 
ference discussion. 
The only f a r Eastern question discussed for 
m any years is the suspected intention of Japan 
to bring China, or a large p a rt of it, under its 
dominion, as was done with Korea some years 
ago. 
Stories coming out of France appear to 
indicate that fran ce will not be willing to re­ 
duce her standing arm y to less than 500,000 
men until it is shown that Germany no longer 
harbors revenge, or unless G reat /Britain and 
A m elica will protect her from a fresh German 
invasion.” 
The disarm am ent conference is not connect- 
ed in anyway with the disarm am ent program 
outlined in the treaty of \ ersailies, but is a 
separate move. 
Will Irwin, in a letter to the 
Philadelphia Record, under date of June 10th, 
discusses from a scientific and a practical stand­ 
point some ot the possible horrors of the “next 
w ar.” 
“People are talking,” writes Irwin, “about 
the next wai, talking about it carelessly, 
vaguely, not knowing what horror th a t simple 
and catchy idea, ‘the next w ar,’ means. 
“W hat does it mean? 
Stop a minute. 
“One need not go into probabilities. 
“Science for the first time in tho history of 
the world is devoting itself to the thorough 


study of the destruction of hum an life and prop­ 
erty on a tremendous scale. 
Science, which, under Roger Bacon and New­ 
ton, aimed to add to the sum of human knowl­ 
edge, which under Edison and Morse and M ar­ 
coni aimed to the betterm ent of human life, 
now puts its relentless ingenuity and m ighty 
resources to discover new means for the de­ 
struction oi peoples, for the demolition of the 
nations. 
VV hen, at the second battle of Ypres, in 
April, 
1015, 
the Germans rolled across the 
western trench line a cloud of chlorine gas, a 
new era in w arfare was begun. 
Military cun­ 
ning and training after th a t had to give way to 
scientific ingenuity. 
Military genius had its 
place. 
No doubt. 
But the great war was 
merely beginning, Science had scant time to 
show its lull hand. 
The w ar afte r the second 
} pres was a school that ta u g h t a new lesson. 
Had it gone on for a few more years the real 
importance of this new lesson would have been 
seen. 


“The first gas was crude. 
But science im­ 
proved it. 
It made it invisible. 
It made it de­ 
structive of lite not only through inhalation 
into the lungs, but through contact with the 
skin. 
An American Contribution. 
At the time of the armistice, America was 
m anufacturing its Lewisite gas. 
It was in­ 
visible. 
It was a sinking gas, which would 
search out the refugees of dugouts and cellars* 
it breathed, it killed at once— and it killed not 
only through the lungs. 
W herever it settled 
on the skin, it produced a poison which pene­ 
trated the system and brought almost certain 
death, 
it was inimical to MI cell life, animal or 
vegetable. Masks alone were of no use against 
it. 
fu rth e r, it had 55 times the “spread” of 
any poison gas hitherto used iii the war. 
An expert has said th a t a dozen Lewisite 
air bombs of the greatest size in use during 
1918 might, with a favorable wind, have elim­ 
inated the population of Berlin. 


‘‘Gas is only one new factor. 
In the next w ar’ attacks will be aimed not 
merely at battle fronts, but ut cities with their 
factories and laboratories and offices, at towns 
and farm s with their forests and livestock. 
Jn 
the next w ar science will seek to destroy the 
arm y s resources by destr oying the very na­ 
tions themselves. 
If America went to w ar with some foreign 
power, one of the first moves would be against 
our great cities, such as New York. 
Women, 
old men and children, in the complexity and 
enormity of the new warfare are no longer im­ 
mune from attack. 
Those who worked at the 
lathe or bench or typew riter are part of the 
army. 


“Suppose America is involved in the ‘next 
war. 
Remember, I do not predict she will. 
I 
do not say there will be a ‘next w ar.’ But unless 
people are awake to the horrible struggle they 
ale facing, unless they see and realize th a t 
the enormous growth of arm am ents, the rivalry 
in preparation, the talk of new conflicts, will 
culminate in a new struggle oi colossal dimen­ 
sions, and out oi this realization arise to pre­ 
vent it, there ‘will be a next war.’ 
One of the 
best ways to prevent the next w ar is for the 
millions of the world to know w hat the ‘next 
w ar’ means. 
Breaking of War. 
“One fair day the people of Boston or New 
oik would awaken to see a tlotilla of airplanes 
hovering high and punily in the dim sky. 
In 
those planes there would be no pilot, no human 
being. The brain th a t controlled them would be 
a dozen miles away and unseen. 
Suddenly on 
the city they would drop bombs . . . . bombs 
that would ignite inextinguishable fire, bombs 
th a t would spread broadcast germs to start life- 
destroying plagues, bombs th a t would flood the 
city with an invisible gas and w ither human life 
tai and wide; bombs with tremendous ex­ 
plosives tn a t would demolish skyscrapers like 
top houses. 
In a few days Boston and New

WHAT OF THE 
LEGISLATURE* 
The Texas Legislature is 
once more in session and I 
am wondering whether the 
men who make and unmake 
our laws will please their 
constituents and go down 
to history as true servants 
of the people, o r make 
egregious blunders and be 
cussed until they are for­ 
gotten on account of the 
more serious blunders of 
their 
successors. 
While 
there are many things the law-makers should 
do, they are especially charged with two 
works of supreme importance. 
If they suc­ 
ceed in doing these satisfactorily all the people 
will speak their praise, but if they fail along 
either of the lines I shall mention anathemas 
will be piled higher upon them than roses upon 
the corpse of a rich man. 
* 
* 
* 
The first and greatest task of the Legisla­ 
ture is to reduce the tax rate. 
Every person 
in the state demands this, and every one will 
tell you it is the greatest need of the people 
of the state. 
People are not agreed on the 
tariff, they are at loggerheads on the methods 
of taxation, there is disagreement over the 
wholesomeness of the suspended sentence law, 
and there are two big sides to the question of 
whether a law should be enacted permitting 
the conviction of a bootlegger on the unsup­ 
ported testimony of one of his patrons; but 
Democrats, Republicans, Socialists, Prohibition­ 
ists and Antis all agree and demand that the 
tax rate shall come down. 
No matter what 
the tax rate is it should be lowered. The Jews 
of old found the tithe too high, and very bur­ 
densome, and from that day to this there has 
never been a tax rate that was low enough. 
This is not a condition peculiar to Texas; it is 
world-wide. I found it so in Tennessee when I 
was a boy, and also in m aturer years when I 
was watei bound in Arkansas. 
Of course as a 
boy I had no taxes to pay, but I heard so much 
about the fellows who made taxes high that I 
hated them fiercely, and many a time when 
the plow mule stood still in the fence comer, 
or the hoe lay dormant in the row, I imagined 
that the growing com stalks were the tax 
raisers ,called them all kinds of names and chal­ 
lenged them to forensic debate. 
Soon after I 
came to Texas I found the state tax rate 4 cents 
on the $100 valuation. I heard as much kick­ 
ing against taxes that year as I had ever heard 
before, or have heard since, and the Governor 
who was largely responsible for the rate came 
near being defeated when he offered for re­ 
election by a man whom 90 per cent of the 
voters never heard of until he had his name 
placed on the ticket as a candidate for Gover­ 
nor. 
It’s easy enough, as I see it, for the Legis* 


lature to make a lower tax rate possible. The 
law-makers do not fix the rate, but they are 
responsible for it. 
The Automatic Tax Board 
assembles the state’s bills payable, gets the 
total of the assessed valuations, and then finds 
by a simple calculation how much the rate must 
be in order to provide sufficient revenue to pay 
the state’s bills. 
But, as I have said before, 
the law-makers are responsible for the tax rate, 
whether it be high or low. 
If they wish to 
lighten the people’s burdens let them cut ap­ 
propriations for all purposes and the trick will 
be done. It’s no trouble, as I see the matter, 
for the Legislature to make the tax rate low. 
* 
* 
* 
But making the tax rate low is only one of 
the demands the people make of their law­ 
makers. There is another, and it is just as im­ 
portant, and if the Solons fail to heed it they 
will be abused as bitterly as if they had not 
heeded the other. They must provide well for 
all the state’s institutions. 
Failure to do this 
will subject them to curses and destroy their 
political prospects. The rural schools must be 
made better, and the terms thereof longer. And 
higher education must be looked after diligent­ 
ly and with a liberal hand. New buildings and 
more teachers are needed at the University and 
all other state schools. Not one of these insti­ 
tutions has ever received sufficient money to 
enable it to do properly the work it ought to 
do. Furthermore, more state schools are need­ 
ed. 
Kalamazoo should by all means have a 
state normal, and Browns Mill is an ideal loca­ 
tion for a new agricultural college. If the legis­ 
lature tails to provide for these needed institu­ 
tions it will disgrace the state. The eleemosy­ 
nary institutions also need larger appropria­ 
tions. 
They have been hampered by a lack 
of funds and cannot care for the state’s un­ 
fortunates as they should. 
Many insane peo­ 
ple are now in the county jails because there 
is no room for them in the asylums. 
There 
must be more insane asylums, another epileptic 
colony, and a new sanitarium for thos« afflict­ 
ed with tuberculosis and other contagious dis­ 
eases. 
There must also be liberal appropria­ 
tions for state highways, and, to prevent tardy 
justice, a few more courts must be established. 
The law-makers must not deny these splendid 
causes and institutions liberal appropriations 
—but, they must not spend much of the peo­ 
ple’s money, neither must they, by extrava­ 
gance, make a high tax rate necessary. 
It’s 
easy enough for a legislature to make itself 
popular with the people. All that is necessary 
is to build new institutions, make liberal pro­ 
visions for those already erected, and—keep 
the tax rate down.

GRLATEST NEED tive genius have done much 
for the comfort of human­ 
ity, but humanity continues to sound the call 


of need and to pitifully plead for help. 
July 
is with us now, and is giving the world a bap­ 
tism of heat and fire. 
As the people swelter 
and perspire they ask if man—God’s .highest 
creation, must always be a sufferer from heat ? 
Man was promised, by his Creator, that he 
should do greater things than raise the dead, 
and, with this promise to nerve his arm and 
brighten his brain, is it vain to hope that he 
may learn to cool the world in July and August 
and warm it in December and January? 
I 
think not. Surely it is as easy to control the 
temperature as it is to conquer space or navi­ 
gate the air. 
Man has simply been too busy 
with transportation and communication to pay 
much attention to comfort, but now that we 
can talk around the world in a minute, and 
go from continent to continent in a few hours, 
it is high time that inventive and construc­ 
tive genius should be turning their attention 
to devices for overcoming the discomforts 
heaped upon humanity by the solar system. 
We can, through the work of inventive genius, 
keep cool in a small way, even when the heat 
does its worst. An electric fan will make an of­ 
fice or a bed-room comfortable, and this leads 
me to say that what has been done in a small 
way can be done on large, broad lines. If we 
can cool an office or a sitting room we can 
cool a county and a state, and if we can free 
an individual or a family from the torture of 
heat we can cool multitudes. 
When the tele­ 
phone was so perfected that it would carry the 
human vole® a hundred yards it was not long 
until it made communication possible at dis­ 
tances of a hundred or a thousand miles. The 
world has the principle of heat control, or heat 
banishment, and all that is necessary to make 
every person comfortable every hour in the 
year is to enlarge the application of the prin­ 
ciple. A breeze will overcome heat; a fan pro­ 
pelled at a high rate of speed will make a breeze 
—and there you are. A little power will turn 
a small fan, and of course a great deal of power 
will turn a large fan. A small fan will cool a 
few people, therefore a large fan will cool many 
people. It’s all very simple and the wonder is 
that somebody has not thought of it before. 
rIhe thing to do, then, is to build a great fan, 
or a number of great fans, on the Texas coast, 
set them at work and let them keep the people 
of all our state cool through the long hot sea­ 
sons. It’s criminal to permit people suffer the 
awful torture of heat, by day and by night, 
when the remedy is already in our own hands 
and the principle of cooling is so well under­ 
stood. If some lover of the people will run for 
Governor next year and make as the principle 
plank of his platform the erection of huge fans 
on the Texas coast he will sweep his opponents 
out of the state. Of course, I know some will 
say it can’t be done. 
Members of this tribe 
told Nehemiah he couldn’t rebuild the walls of 
Jerusalem; they told Columbus there was no 


land on this side of the world, and they told 
the W right Brothers a plane couldn’t be con­ 
structed that wrould navigate the air.

Silently we took our places behind the breast­ 
work, and quietly waited for the expected ene­ 
my to put in an appearance. “Ef they do come, 
and I rather expect they will,” said Uncle Seth, 
“don’t shoot boys, tell you git good aim. One 
gun that ups a Comanche will scare ’em more 
than a dozen that don’t do anything but make 
a noise.” Hardly had these words been uttered 
by Uncle Seth, when the fearful war-whoop 
resounded from all sides and the next moment 
a hundred dusky forms were seen bounding 
across the open space in front, pouring bullets 
and arrows upon our breastwork as they came. 
The instant he heard the terrible war-whoop, 
I noticed Cudjo make a dive into the adjoin­ 
ing chapparal and disappear from sight, and 
that was the last we saw of him for some time. 
We reserved our fire until the Comanches were 
within thirty or forty paces, when we poured a 
volley upon them from our guns and they fell 
back quickly, carrying with them several who 
had either been killed or wounded. 
“That’s the way to sarve ’em, boys,” said 
Uncle Seth, who was highly delighted by the 
steadiness we had shown under fire, “but they’ll 
try it agin shore, so load as fast as you kin.” 
We made all the haste we could to prepare our­ 
selves for another charge, and yet we had not 
a minute to spare, for quickly rallying their 
forces, with a wild yell more terrible than any­ 
thing I had ever heard, they lushed again upon 
our breastwork.

charge from our guns that their advance was 
checked, and they fell back to the cover of the 
chapparal. 
In this charge some of the fore ­ 
most Indians came within a few yards of our 


position, so near in fact that we used our pis­ 
tols with effect, after discharging our guns. 
In this attack we had satisfactory evidence of 
the superiority of the double barrel shot-gun 
over the rifle for repelling a charge. The rifle 
even when in the hands of one not subject to 
the “buck ager,” and aimed with accuracy, can 
only take effect upon a single object, but when 
sixty “blue whistlers” are “let drive” upon a 
crowd (thirty in each barrel) the fur w’ill fly 
from perhaps half a dozen. 
One Indian fell dead so close to our breast­ 
work that the others did not attempt to carry 
him oil when they retreated. 
After falling 
back the second time, the Indians still continu- 
ued to fire on us from “long taw,” to which w'e 
made no return, except occasionally wdien one 
showed himself in the open ground. 
All this 
time a heavy firing was kept up by a large 
body of Comanches oil the opposite side of the 
water hole, to which our Choctaws were not 
slow to respond from behind their breastwork. 
Occasionally a ball or an arrow from that quar­ 
ter would strike in our midst, and after Henry 
had been slightly wounded, and several of our 
horses more or less injured, we concluded, if 
possible, during a short lull in the “bombard­ 
ment,” to erect some kind of a barrier as a pro­ 
tection from this cross-fire. But what to make 
it of was the question, as we had used up all 
tile material available for our breastworks. 
“Git your blankets,” said Uncle Seth, “and we’ll 
see what we can do with them,” The blankets 
were quickly collected, and then Uncle Seth 
ordered us to cut down half a dozen sapplings 
for forks, and as many more for poles. 
This 
we soon did with our tomahawks, for men work 
rapidly w hen bullets and arrows are whizzing 
about their ears. 
The forks w’ere driven into 
the ground in the rear of our breastworks, and 
poles laid across them, on which Uncle Seth 
directed us to hang our blankets (doubled) in 
such a w'ay that they nearly, but not quite, 
reached the ground. “It don’t look reasonable,” 
said Uncle Seth, “but it ain’t often that a bullet 
or an arrow will go through a double blanket 
when they hang loose in that way.

But they could now and then pene­ 
trate it, and bruise tremendously, I can safely 
assert, for I had scarcely got mine in position 
when a bullet came through it, striking me 
full on the nose, and for a week afterwards, in 
place of my ordinary Roman snout, I sported 
one as flat as a Guinea nigger’s. 
Cudjo’s Sudden Prowess. 
Just as we fixed up our blanket bomb-proof, 


we w’ere startled by a yell in the chapparal a 
few paces distant, and the next moment Cudjo 
came rushing out, and running up to the breast­ 
work he threw himself on the ground, exclaim­ 
ing, “Oh, Laud, Mass Bitt, dey’s done kill Cud­ 
jo at lass—shot him troo and troo wid dere 
airer.” 
Several of us ran to Cudjo and lifted 
him up, and sure enough, we found that a 
bullet had gone through the calf of his leg, in­ 
flicting what could not well be termed a flesh 
wound, for there wras precious little of that 
commodity where the calves of his legs should 
have been, and yet truly could not be called any­ 
thing else, as w'e ascertained the bone w'as en­ 
tirely uninjured. Mr. Bitt, in w’hom Cudjo had 
unbounded confidence, mid who officiated as 
surgeon on the occasion, wrapped up the wound 
with a handkerchief, and assured him that it 
was a slight one, and that he would be well in 
less than a week. 


As soon as Cudjo was satisfied that he had 
not been shot “troo and troo,” and that there 
wos no danger of his dying immediately, a 
wonderful change appeared to come over him.

my laig, and now’,” said he, getting up and seiz­ 
ing his blunderbuss^ when Mr. Bitt had com­ 
pleted his surgical operations, “I’m gwine to 
git even wid dem Injin, shore.” And truly did 
Cudjo make good his words during the balance 
of the tight. 
A complete change seemed to 
have taken place in his character. In place of 
his usual timidity, he displayed the utmost dar­ 
ing and even recklessness, for wherever the 
bullets and arrow's were flying thickest, we 
were sure to see him blazing away with his 
blunderbuss at every Comanche who showed his 
head above the chapparal. 
I do not think he 
did much execution; nevertheless, he made an 
immense deal of noise, for he always loaded his 
gun so heavily that it invariably kicked him 
over at every discharge. Each time, however, 
he W’ould get up with renewed vigor and des­ 
peration saying, “he didn’t mind kickin’ ef 
dey’d only let he shin alone.”

strongly suspected that Cudjo’s bravery was 
simply the result of desperation or because he 
had found out that he ran no greater risk when 
fighting than he did as a non-combatant.

think Uncle Seth also entertained some doubts 
as to the"genuineness of the valor displayed by 
Cudjo, tor I overheard him remark on one oc­ 
casion, as it were, to himself, while watching his 
teats of prowess, “Well, it does beat all natur 
the way that nigger has come out’n the kinks.

Our Indian allies were so much 
struck with his reckless bravery, that I verily 
believe if Big Drunk had been killed in the 
fight they would have tendered him the chief­ 
tainship of the band. 
The Comanches made several attempts to 
charge our breastworks, but each time they 
were signally repulsed and driven back to the 
chapparal, from whence they kept up a desul­ 
tory fusillade until they finally went off. 
It 
was evident they had abandoned all hope of 
routing us out of our stronghold, and in fact, an 
hour or so after their last attempt to drive us 
from our position, they ceased firing upon us, 
mounted their horses, and silently took up their 
line of march in the direction we had come. 
Just as they began to move off, Cudjo jumped 
up on the breastwork and gave them a farewell 
salute from his fusee, which, as usual, kicked 
him over.

None of our party were wounded ex­ 
cept Henry and Cudjo, and neither of them 
seriously.

TEXAS HAS GREAT FIELD OF POTASH 
The South Plains country of Texas, center­ 
ing around Odessa, probably has the greatest 
potash field in the world, according to views 
expressed by experts of the United States Geo­ 
logical Survey of the geological department of 
the University of Texas. 
Samples of the potash taken from wells in 
Crane, Midland and Ward counties, and show­ 
ings for this production in these counties, as 
well as in Ector and Reagan counties, has led 
the United States Geological Survey to move 
its Held office from Big Springs to Odessa 
where it will be in charge of D. D. Christner, 
field geologist for the Bureau of Economic 
Geology and chemist for the United States 
Geological Survey, and a staff of assistants. 
C hristner has just completed an extensive 
survey of Ector, Crane, W ard and Midland coun­ 
ties, and he declares that territory likely will 
develop a larger production of potash than 
comes from the famous fields of Germany and 
Alsace which heretofore have been the world’s 
only supply of potash. This likely will develop 
as the only field in America and would prove 
of vast importance because potash is exten­ 
sively used in making fertilizer and explosives, 
and is of great importance to chemistry. 
Speaking of the relative value of potash and 
oil, Mr. Christner said: 
“Germany uses a pro­ 
cess to liquefy the potash as well as mining 
it through shafts. 
Either of these methods 
is acceptable. I believe an inclined shaft would 
poi mi t a greater amount of the mineral to be 
mined than through any other process. 
“Potash will be slower to produce than oil 
and the initial cost, I believe, will be greater. 
but it will be worth more in the long mn than 
oil. 
Potash like oil has its multiple uses and 
we import much more than we mine or manu­ 
facture. 
One of its chief uses is as a fertilizer, 
while it is indispensable to chemistry, and the 
m anufacture of powder and explosives. 
New 
uses are being found for it daily so that it has 
a constantly increasing value.’’

TEXAS FARM NEWS 


It is rumored that a farm near Crowell pro­ 
duced 48 bushels of wheat to the acre. 


The Hildebrand place north of Vernon re­ 
ports a wheat yield of more than 37 bushels to 
the acre. 


Smith County farmers have determined to 
raise more hogs and will probably mix dairying 
in with the hog raising. 


Wheat yields have run as high as 35 bushels 
per acre in the Wichita Falls territory. 
The 
grade has been uniformly good. 


The first 225 cars of watermelons shipped 
from Parker County averaged in price $15 a 
ton to the farmers of the county. 


More than 5,000 calves were rounded lip and 
branded during the latter part of July on the 
Yellow House Ranch in Lamb County. 


Hogs raised by the members of the Boys Pig 
Club of Anderson County were sold on the Fort 
Worth market July 18th for a price of #10.40. 


Waxahachie firms gave a great many free 
trips to the A. & M. College Short Course which 
opened July 25th to the club boys of Ellis 
County. 


The average wheat yield 
in 
Wilbarger 
County has been conservatively estimated at 
11 bushels per acre. 
Early cotton is also do­ 
ing well. 


Childress County has bigger herds of brood 
sows than ever before and is also getting ahead 
of other counties in the production of dairy 
products and poultry. 


The first car of Elberta peaches shipped out 
of Mt. Pleasant brought $2.50 per bushel. They 
were loaded out by the Peach Growers Asso­ 
ciation of Titus County.

It is estimated that there are at least 2,50u 
acres planted to sweet potatoes in Red River 
County this year. The industry has been stim­ 
ulated by the erection of several potato curing 
plants. 


The breeding, of pure bred medium weight 
hogs, feeding them on a mixed diet and pro­ 
ducing a bacon hog rather than a lard hog was 
recommended at a session of the Dallas County 
farmers. 


It is reported by George M. Thurmond, secre­ 
tary of the Sheep and Goat Raisers’ Associa­ 
tion, that the sale of goats aggregated $40,000. 
at the auction recently held at the Dei Rio Con­ 
vention. 


Tile grain crop iii the Abilene section is the 
best in a number of years. 
Milo maize also 
promises to make a heavy production. 
The 
hot weather has caused cotton to also make a 
phenominal growth. 


William Forney, who lives six miles south­ 
west of Hillsboro, brought to that town a cu­ 
cumber raised on his place which measured 38 
inches in length and 3 inches in diameter and 
was of good flavor. 


Lightning killed two fine sows for Cox 
Bi Gluers oi Poland China swine near Childress. 
One of the sows was valued at more than $1,000. 
They were killed while seeking shelter from 
the rain in a sunflower patch. 


Of the 436,033 farmers in Texas, 419,905 
are males and JO, 128 are females, as shown by 
a statement rfbrn the Bureau of the Census. 
The total number of acres in Texas farms, as 
shown by the report, is 113,774,435. 


Fanners of Bell County have seemed to re­ 
alize the fact that this years’ cotton crop will 
be a bumper one and are, therefore, beginning 
to dispose of the 1920 and 1921 stored cotton 
in order to make way for the new staple. 


A new canteloupe called the Honey Ball has 
been developed by W. ll. Parker, a truck glow­ 
er of Handley, Tarrant County. 
It is said to 
be as good a melon as the Rocky Ford and can 
be shipped to market without deterioration. 


Hie wheat harvest is rapidly being completed 
in the north section of the South Plains with 
an average yield of from 15 to 18 bushels per 
acre, with a number of exceptional crops run­ 
ning as high as 25 bushels or better to the acre. 
This is at least 15 per cent higher than the 
estimated yields at the opening of the harvest 
season. 


The wheat yield was much better than ex­ 
pected iii Floyd County, yielding from 8 to 20 
bushels per acre, with an average of about 12 
bushels. 
It is estimated that the county will 
produce two million bushels of wheat this sea­ 
son. 


Taking Northeast Texas as a whole, about 
1,200 carloads of peaches were sh ip p ed to pri­ 
mary and secondary markets by the 10th of 
July. The East Texas Fruit Growers Exchange 
handled the crop. 


Com production in the Red River bottoms 
north of Clarksville and Bonham will be more 
than 20 per cent greater than that of any pre­ 
vious year. 
This will save the fanners from 
borrowing money from the banks to buy feed 
next year. 


Range conditions throughout W e st Texas 
continue good, according to reports of inspec­ 
tors of the Texas-Southwest Cattle Raisers 
Association, except that it has been rather dry 
in the Midland territory. 


The work of poisoning the boll weevil has 
begun on the demonstration plats established 
in the eastern part of Denton County by the 
Federal Department of Agriculture. 
The poi­ 
son used will be calsium arsenic. 


Cotton growers are very much elated over 
the hot days of July, as they think it has prac­ 
tically baked out of existence the boll weevil, 
and a very heavy yield of cotton is now to be 
expected throughout the State. 


The bulk of the 
Elberta 
peach crop was 
moved out of Tyler to market by July the 15th. 
There were shipped about 200 cars. 
The pre- 
valance of San Jose scale lowered the quality 
of the fruit and limited the output. 


Dawson County now has 13 Pig Clubs with 
a total membership of 349. 
There are more 
than 2,000 pure bred registered hogs in the 
county. 
There are also about 14 registered 
Jersey calves owned by the club boys. 


Sheep rabies during the last month have been 
completely eradicated in four counties, accord­ 
ing to the monthly report of J. II. Rasco, chief 
sheep inspector of the Livestock Sanitary Com­ 
mission of Texas. 
The work covers 31 coun­ 
ties in the state. 


According to the Boston Houses, Texas wools 
are unusually good this year, and such condi­ 
tions are in sharp contrast to conditions in 
other wool growing states. 
Even the usually 
choice wools of Montana are repo lied not up 
to the average. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission has 
sent its representative, Felix Williams, to Gal­ 
veston to quicken the movement of empty cars 
f nm that port to cities of the grain belt. Many 
appeal for relief of the car shortage in the 
grain belt have been received by the Freight 
Bureau of Fort Worth. 


An alfalfa thresher for Wilbarger County is 
being advocated by the farmers. Figures of the 
Vernon Chamber of Commerce show that 6,000 
acies were seeded to alfalfa last year. 
The 
yield was from 4 to 6 tons per acre and the 
hay sold at an average of $18. 


Variety tests with com during a seven-year 
period at the Angleton experiment station are 
described in Bulletin No. 276 of the Texas Agri­ 
cultural Experiment State, A. & M. College. 
The bulletin is just from the press and is tor 
free disti ibution to those requesting it. 


Jacksonville is the premier tomato shipping 
point of Texas. Total shipments for Cherokee 
County this year have been 834 carloads, in­ 
cluding both pinks arid greens. 
The average 
net proceeds to the farmers for their tomatoes 
are variously estimated at $600 to $750 per car­ 
load of 1,000 crates. 


Fifteen head of dairy cows died on a farm 
near Abilene from eating Johnson grass, some 
of them dying within an hour after eating the 
grass. While Johnson grass is a valuable feed, 
it is said that at certain stages in its growth 
cattle should not be permitted to eat it since 
it contains a great amount of lethal poison. 


Mi ss Myrtice Cox of Post Oak Point, Parker 
County, sold 94 turkeys out of 107, for which 
she received $294, keeping the remaining 13 
for breeding purposes. 
The only feed given 
besides the range was 517 bushels of corn (at 
a cost of $1.25 per bushel) and cottage cheese 
made from milk that would otherwise have 
been wasted because of the distance from mar­ 
ket. 
--------- 
There has been a recent outbreak of anthrax 
in Lamar County. More than 50 head of mules 
and a number of cattle have died. 
State 
veterinarians are fighting the disease and have 
issued the statement that if stockmen will leave 
their herds where they are and will have them 
vaccinated instead of trying to move them from 
the infected districts they will be in a far bet­ 
ter condition to combat the disease. 
When 
the herds are moved they frequently carry the 
disease with them and endanger other sections. 


Chainnan Ridgeway, who was formerly head 
of the Dairy Department of A. & M. College 
and is now educational director of the Mistletoe 
Creameries, has just returned from a tour of 
the western portion of the state and is very 
much impressed with the possibilities and needs 
of increased dairying along with hog and chick­ 
en raising in that section.
